REPORT OF SUPERiNTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 





To the Citizens of Nottingham: 


According to Puble Statutes 117:20, “A standard 
school is one (1) maintained for at least thirty-six weeks 
in each year, (2) in a suitable and sanitary building, (3) 
equipped with approved furniture, books, maps, and other 
necessary appliances, (4) taught by an approved teacher, 
(5) directed and supervised by an approved superintend- 
ent, (6) with suitable provision for the care of the health 
and physical welfare of all pupils.” Nottingham schools 
measure up to this standard, not because of legal compul- 
sion, but because the citizens of Nottingham are anxious 
for their children to have the best possible advantages of 
education within reason. 

Our teaching force includes the desirable combination 
of long experience and recent training. Nottingham is 
not content to mark time without going ahead, for every 
vear some definite improvement is being made in our 
school equipment. A visit to the schools will show any 
interested person what these advances are. 

Among the ways in which the State Department of Ed- 
ucation has helped the district are the furnishing of speak- 
ers for public occasions, the holding of school board con- 
ferences at the Normal Schools, and the recommendation 
of teachers. Under the supervision of this department 
are the hospital training schools, where our girls may 
find an inexpensive preparation for an honorable and 
profitable profession, and the Normal Schools where, be- 
sides the two and three year courses, four year courses 
are now offered to a select group, leading to the degree of 
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Bachelor of Education. These courses have been intro- 
duced without extra expense to the taxpayers of the state. 

Our teachers state that there is a distinct improvement 
in the work of the pupils upon the beginning of the hot 
lunch season. Probably the children gain as much mental 
as well as physical benefit from this appropriation as from 


any similar amount expended on the schools. 


The Parent-Teachers’ Association continues its good 
work, with well attended public meetings, good programs, 
and miscellaneous efforts on behalf of the schools.
